To extend the Time limited by an Act passed in the Fourth 
and Fifth Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty, for 
improving the Navigation and Harbour of Tralee, in the 
County of Kerry.

an Act was passed in the ninth year of the Preamble 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Fourth, 9 ^- 4 > 
intituled, “ An Act for making and maintaining a navigable Cut or 
Canal from a Point at or near the Black Rock, in the Harbour of 
5 Tralee, in the County of Kerry, to Croompanrickard, near the Town 
of Tralee, in the said County, and for otherwise improving the said 
Harbour of Tralee,” whereby certain parties were incorporated, and 
were created one body corporate, by the name and style of “The 
Commissioners of the Harbour of Tralee,” for the purposes of 
lo erecting, making and completing the said Canal, and the other Works 
by such Act authorized and required : And whereas it was by the said 
recited Act enacted, that in case the said Canal and the other Works 
in and by the said Act authorized and required should not have been 
completed and made in the space of Eight Years, to be computed from 
15 the passing thereof, then and from thenceforth all the powers, autho- 
rities and privileges given by the said Act should cease and determine, 
save only and except as to so much, if any, of the intended Canal, 

Basin, Dock, Harbour and other Works therein mentioned, as should 
have been declared and certified to have been completed within the 
20 said term, by the Justices of the Peace for the county of Kerry, 
assembled at any Quarter Sessions of the Peace to be holden in and for 
the said county, at any time before the expiration of the said term of 
Eight Years, or within Six calendar Months next after the expiration 
thereof :

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And whereas another Act was passed in the sixth and seventh 
years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth 
intituled, “ An Act to extend the Time limited by an Act passed in the 
ninth Year of the Reign of his late Majesty King George the Fourth 
for improving the Navigation and Harbour of Tralee, in the County of 5 
Kerry,” whereby, after reciting that the said Commissioners had pro- 
ceeded in the execution of the said recited Act, and had made great 
progress in the cutting, making, forming and completing the said Canal 
and other the Works in and by the said Act authorized to be made 
and had entered into contracts in relation to the same, but in order io 
to complete the said Canal and other the Works contemplated by the 
said Act, it was necessary that further time should be granted for that 
purpose, it was enacted, that the time limited by the said first-recited 
Act for the completion of the said Canal and the W r orks authorized to 
be made under the said first-recited Act should be and the same was 15 
thereby extended for the further term of Five Years ; but by the said 
Act now in recital it was provided and further enacted, that in case 
the said Canal and other Works authorized by the said first-recited 
Act to be made should not be made and completed within the said 
term of Five Years, to be computed from the passing of the Act now 20 
in recital, then from and after the expiration of the said term of Five 
Years, all powers, authorities and privileges by the said recited Act 
given to or conferred upon the said Commissioners for making such 
Canal and the several Works, matters and things belonging thereto 
or connected therewith, should cease and determine, save only and 25 
except as to so much of the said Canal and other Works as should 
have been declared and certified to have been completed within, the 
said term by the J ustices of the Peace of the said county of Kerry, 
assembled at any Quarter Sessions of the Peace to be holden for 
the said county, at any time before the expiration of the said term go 
of Five Years, or within Six calendar Months next after the expiration 
thereof, upon the evidence of one or more witness or witnesses upon 
oath, to be produced before them for that purpose : 

And whereas another Act was passed in the fourth and fifth years 
of Her present Majesty’s reign, intituled, “ An Act to empower the 35 
Commissioners for the Issue of Exchequer Bills for Public Works 
to complete the Works authorized to be made by an Act of the 
sixth and seventh Year of the Reign of his late Majesty King William 
the Fourth, for improving the Navigation and Harbour of Tralee, 
in the County of Kerry, and to extend the Time for that Purpose,” 40 
whereby, after reciting that in the year One thousand eight hundred 
and Thirty-two the said Commissioners of the Harbour of Tralee 
borrowed of the Commissioners for carrying into execution the several 
Acts passed for authorizing the issue of Exchequer Bills and advance 
of money for carrying on Public Works and Fisheries and employ-

ment oftlie poor, and particularly an Act passed in the sixth year of 
the reign of his late Majesty King Gsorge the Fourth, intituled, “ An 6 Geo t 0,3s 
Act to render more effectual the several Acts for authorizing the 
Advances for carrying on Public Works, so far as relates to 
5 Ireland,” the sum of Six thousand Pounds, and for securing 
the repayment thereof with interest by the instalments at the 
times and in manner mentioned in the indenture of mortgage therein- 
after recited, the said Commissioners of the Harbour of Tralee 
executed to the Secretary of the said Commissioners for the issue of 
10 Exchequer Bills a mortgage, bearing date the Eighteenth day of July 
One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-two, of all and every the 
rates, tolls, duties and receipts, hereditaments, chattels and property 
whatsoever of or belonging to the said Commissioners of the Harbour 
of Tralee ; and reciting that default having been made in payment of 
tj certain of the instalments of principal and interest which had become 
due on the said mortgage, the said Commissioners for the issue of 
Exchequer Bills, in pursuance of the powers and provisions of their 
said Acts, had entered into and were then in possession of the works 
and property of or belonging to the said Commissioners of the 
20 Harbour of Tralee ; and it was expedient in order to prevent the loss 
of the sum of Five thousand four hundred Pounds, part of the said 
sum of Six thousand Pounds, with the interest thereon, by reason 
of the incomplete state of the said Canal and other Works by the 
said first-recited Act authorized or required to be made and executed 
25 that the same should be completed by the said Commissioners for 
the issue of Exchequer Bills for Public Works, but in order thereto 
it was necessary that further time should be granted for that purpose ; 
it was enacted, that the time limited by the said recited Act of the 
sixth and seventh years of the reign of his said late Majesty King 
3 “ William the Fourth, for the completion of the said Canal and other 
Works by the said first-recited Act authorized and required to be made 
and executed, should be, and the same was, thereby extended for the fur- 
ther term of Three Years, to be computed from the expiration of the said

That it may be Enacted; &it& he it Cfctuicteti, by The QUEEN’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT the time limited 
by the said last-recited Act for the completion of the said Canal and 20 
other Works by the said first-recited Act authorized and required to be 
made and executed, shall be and the same is hereby extended for the 
further term of Three Years, to be computed from the expiration of 
the said term of Three Years by the said last-recited Act limited for 
such purposes as aforesaid. 25 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That in case the said Canal 
and other Works, by the said first-recited Act authorized to be 
made and executed, shall not be made and completed within the 
said term of Three Years, to be computed from the expiration 
of the term of Three Years by the said last-recited Act limited for 30 
such purposes as aforesaid, then from and after the expiration of the 
said term of Three Years limited by this Act, all the powers, autho- 
rities and privileges by the said first-recited Act given to or conferred 
upon the said Commissioners for making such Canal and the several 
works, matters and things belonging thereto, or connected therewith, 35 
shall cease and determine, save only and except as to so much of the 
said Canal and other Works as shall have been declared and certified to 
have been completed within the said term by the Justices of the Peace of 
the said county of Kerry, assembled at any Quarter Sessions of the 
Peace to be holden for the said county at any time before the expiration 40 
of the said term of Three Years limited by this Act, or within Six calen- 
dar Months next after the expiration thereof, upon the evidence of 
any one or more witness or witnesses upon oath, to be produced before 
them for that purpose. 
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
